Israel—Here to Stay 


Once more the United Nations has delivered 
an ultimatum to the warring forces in Palestine. 
this time with a threat of force to back up its 
decision. So long has the United Nations dallied 
with the Palestine problem that there was an in- 
clination to regard this latest step, foreefully 
worded as it is, with skepticism. Yet a cease- 
fire order has now been accepted bv both 
sides for the Holy City of Jerusalem, and news 
dispatches express hope that it will be followed 
by a truce on all Palestine fronts. 

Moreover, there is one very important and sig- 
nificant thing about the latest action of the Se- 
curity Council. The British, who may well hoid 
the key to a Palestine solution by their influence 
over King Abdullah of Transjordan, have thrown 
their lot in with the United States. Hitherto 
they had remained aloof because of their inter- 
ests in the Arab world. Britain joined the 
United States in the 7-to-| vote in favor of the 
resolution. - 

In pledging the use of force, the question is 
what force is available to the United Nations, or 
what sanctions it could apply. ‘There is no inter- 
national army under its control and, while the 
Charter permits the Big Five to raise troops to 
enforce UN decisions, it could hardly do so 
without including Russians. We are having 
trouble enough with the Russians all over the 
world without adding a new friction point in 
Palestine. 

To date, the: biggest contribution to a Paies- 
tine settlement was made bv the Jews them- 
selves, when they boldiv set up the new state of 
israel on May 14. After all the huffing and 
puffing of the United Nations, the Jews pre- 
sented the world with an accomplished fact. It 
was an excellent example of the old adage that 
God helps those who help themselves 

Prompt recognition of the new state by the 
Lnited States, followed by Russia and othe: 
countries, gave it immediate prestige. But nfre 
important than this is that Israel has shown 2 
fierce determination to survive. It apparently 
has an excellent army, which has not been fully 
committed. If this army were fully supplied, it 
might weil be able to beat back ali Arab ai- 
tacks. The only really efficient army in the sur- 
rounding states is the British-trained and sub- 
sidized army of Abdullah. Now that Britain has 
voted for the American resolution, it may be 
that Mr. Bevin will tell Abdullah to call off his 
dows.

Big Steel tried to hold down both wages ana 
prices. Last April the industry reduced prices 
a total of $25,000,000 a vear. But when the price 
of coal and freight costs went up, due to wage 
increases in those industries, stee! telt it had to 
increase its own prices to meet increased ex- 
penses of doing business 

The contract with the ClO 
would have continued existing wages until next 
April. But in spite of the contract, steel had 
little practical choice but to increase pay. The 
wage increases granted in the railroad, coal. 
automotive and electrical industries made the 
steel workers restless. If they had been held to 
their contract, it would have weakened the lead- 
ership of Philip Murray and strengthened the 
hands of the radical wing of the union. The 
steel industry did not want this to happen. 

The moral of all this is obvious. As long as 
the scarcity of consumer goods continues—and 
it will continue as long as the rearmament and 
European aid programs are necessary—there Is 
no hope of stopping the inflation spiral except 
hv federal laws patterned after the OPA. Other- 
wise the leap-frogging of prices and wages ma\ 
he expected to go on until the national economy, 
sags under the stress

kisenhower Meets an Academic lest 

Gen. Eisenhower has acquitted himself wel! 
in one early administrative test as president of 
Columbia University. An assistant professor of 
Polish language and literature resigned in pro- 
test against Columbia’s acceptance from the 
Polish Government of an endowed chair of 
Polish philology and ietters. He gave as his 
ground objection to an endowment from any. 
satellite Russian state 

President Eisenhower replied politeiv that. in 
his o@inion, the professor had missed the point 
Acceptance of the endowment had been hedged 
with adequate assurances that the source of the 
fund would not affect in any way the point of 
view or instruction of the man occupying the 
chair. If this ever ceased to be true. the chair 
would at once be discontinued. 

To have rejected the chair would have been 
an affront to a government with which we are 
at peace and which, if it is Communist, is so 


under duress. The Polish people, on all the evi- 
dence, are ready to throw off the Moscow yoke 
at the earliest opportunity. Had Columbia re- 
jected Poland's friendly gesture, Soviet propa- 
gandists might have used it against us with 


good effect. 
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Verdict in the Condon Case 

The Atomic Energy Commission has an- 
nounced that it is “fullv satisfied” that Dr. Fad- 
ward U. Condon’s loyalty to the United States is 
beyond question and that his access to secret in- 
formation would not be a threat to the atomic 
energy program. This ought to be the last word 
in the Condon case, a case celebrated not merely 
for its effect on the central figure but also be- 
cause it has come to represent, in a wavy, the 
cause of all other scientists in the Government 
service. 

It is true, as the acknowledges 
that “in the opinion of some persons, Dr. Con- 
don’s tact, judgment and discretion appear to he 
subject to some degree of criticism.” This news- 
paper, too, shared the fear that Dr. Condon 
might have veered beyond the line of discretion 
However, in view of the thoughtful analvsis of 
the commission and the thorough FBI reports on 
which it is based, scant ground remains for this 
position. The commission has full knowledge of 
all the facts. Its verdict must be aecepted, and 
accepted cheertully. 

This obligation falis particularly on the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities Last 
spring when this committee was seeking an in- 
creased appropriation, it made a sensation of the 
Condon case. Its chairman, Representative .! 
Parnell Thomas ‘Rep.), New Jersey, finally prom- 
ised Dr. Condon a hearing in his own defense 
But as soon as the committee got iis money, it 
lost interest in its promise. Meanwhile, Dr. 
Condon voluntarily refrained from participation 
in the atomic energy program. 

the commission waited months for this hear- 
ing. Finally, because of its statutory obligation, 
it decided to delay its own report no longer. 
Now Mr. Thomas shows new interest. saving 
that this verdict “won't affect us one iota.” We 
believe, however, that the American people will
